40  to  250  plants  of  one  kind  will  be  furnished  at  the  hundred  rate  when 
hundred  rates  are  given  except  in  the  case  of  perennials  when  25  of  one  kind 
will  be  given  the  hundred  rate. 

250  plants  and  above  of  one  kind  are  entitled  to  the  thousand  rate  when 
a thousand  rate  is  given.

We  have  several  auto  trucks  which  we  use  to  deliver  our  stock  and  we  can 
hire  more  when  necessary  The  auto  truck  has  proved  to  be  very  satisfactory 
in  the  delivery  of  nursery  stock. 

First — Because  within  a range  of  one  hundred  miles  from  our  nurseries, 
it  can  travel  the  distance  so  quickly  that  stock  arrives  as  fresh  as  when  taken 
from  the  nursery  rows.
